Horrors of Death by Rabies Described by Local 

Veterinarian at Bala-Cynwyd-N arberth Rotary Club 



Rabies and distemper, two afflictions 
of dogs, were explained Tuesday to the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Xarberth Rotary Club by 
Dr. Rayinon M. Staley, veterinarian. 

Rabies, he said, is not only a very 
old disease, but a very terrible one. 
It is transmissable only by the bite of 
an affected animal or human being, and 
if the disease takes hold, results in a 
certain and horrible death. 

Methods of control, and a discussion 
of inoculations for the protection of 
persons exposed to the disease were 
discussed. Dr. Staley drew a vivid and 
none too pleasant picture of the death 
of a rabies victim. 



Rabies, he said, attacks the nerve 
channels, finally reaching the vital 
points in the brain and spinal cord 
Convulsions in the throat, making it 
impossible for the animal to drink, led 
to the term Hydrophobia — "Fear of 
Water" formerly applied to the disease. 

Distemper, it was explained, is 
caused by a germ too tiny to be stud- 
ied under a tnicrscope. The disease 
itself, found usually in young dogs, 
is not serious, but it results in a phy- 
sical weakness exposing the pet to 
later, more serious maladies. Meth- 
ods of control were discussed. 



A Child Health Center, similar to 
those now in operation in Ardmore. 
Bryn Mawr, Oakmont and West Man- 
ayunk. will he established in Narberth 
after the first of the year. Its forma- 
tion was assureel when an appropria- 
tion of $300 was granted by Borough 
Council to the Narberth Board of 
Health for this purpose at their request 
and recommendation. 

The Center will be operated under 
the auspices of the Community Health 
and Civic Association of Ardmore, in 
co-operation with the Woman's Com- 
munity Club of Narberth, and under 
the general supervision of the Nar- 
berth Board of Health. 

The impetus for the establishment 
of such a baby clinic came largely 
from members of the Community 
Club who had become acquainted with 
the work through attendance and 
transportation assistance given Nar- 
berth mothers to the Ardmore Center 
Its primary object will be "to keep the 
well baby well." 

The Center will in all probability be 
held in the Community Club room in 
Kim Hall. The time, those in charge, 
and other details remain to be worked 
out, but it is expected that they will be 
available in the near future. 

In commenting on the move, Miss 
Rose Ehrcnfeld, director of the health 
work of the Community Health and

Heretofore officers on duty in the 
borough had no legal authority to make 
arrests for violation of boremgh ordi- 
nances since they were not officially 
sworn in as Xarbertli policemen 
Under the terms of the new ordinance- 
officers detailed for duty in the borough 
by Lower Merion will have to be ac- 
ceptable to the Narberth authorities.

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Dr. Charles Fenwick, of Bryn Mawr College, to Speak on 
International Relations Before Narberth Community Club 



The question that all thinking minds 
are trying to solve, "Development of 
International relations since the World

Care of its children is one of the foremost duties of a civilized com- 
munity, and the establishment of such a clinic, whose aim is prevention 
of ill health and disease, is a step in the right direction.

The 
Pennsylvania Railroad then had 
only one line, ami comparative^ 
few Philadelphia families lived 
on it. This section was then 
known as the Welsh Barony,

The westward migration from 
the city did not commence until 
about the Civil War era after the 
Pennsylvania took over the old 
Columbia Railroad. Fifty-second 
Street station, then known as 
"Hestonville," was in the midst 
of a farming country, and Over- 
brook was known as City Pine 
Station.

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. That a Police Force be 
and the same is hereby established to 
consist of the following policemen to 
be appointed by Council, namely, a 
Sergeant of Police and three patrol- 
men. 

Section 2. That Said Sergeant of 
Police and patrolmen shall be under 
the direction of the Burgess as to the 
time during which, the place where, 
and the manner in which they shall 
perform their duties. The Burgess 
may. for cause and without pay, sus- 
pend any policeman until the succeed- 
ing regular meeting of the Council, at 
which meeting the Council may dis- 
charge or reinstate such policeman. 

Section 3. That the salary of the 
Sergeant of Police shall be not to ex- 
ceed Two thousand, two hundred 
($2200.00) per annum, payable in semi- 
monthly instalments and the salaries 
of patrolmen shall be not to exceed 
One thousand, nine hundred and twen- 
ty ($1920.00) dolars each, payable in 
semi-monthly installments.

Travels in Greece 



Dr. Rufus Jones Describes Trip; 

Lecturing in 

Athens. 



Having completed his research work 
in the British Isles, Dr. Rufus >f. 
Jones, professor of Philosophy at Hav- 
erford College, is spending several 
weeks in travel and study through 
Greece. 

In a letter to the Haverford News 
written from Athens, he describes his 
work of the past month and outlines 
his route for the next few weeks. 

"We have had almost two weeks in 
Greece, and we have lost our hearts 
to this beautiful and wonderful coun- 
try. We spent our first day in Sal- 
onika where we had extraordinary 
views of Mount Olympus, seeing the 
sun set over its top in an almost un- 
surpassed glory. We went next day 
around its base and on through the 
Yale of Temple and reached Athens 
the same evening. 

"Wc have been to Corinth, Alycenc, 
Argos, Tiryns and Epichtrus on one 
long trip and to Delphi on another, 
where we spent about three days in- 
cluding the journey. 1 wish every 
Haverfordian could see it in the 
heavenly weather it was our lot to en- 
joy there. We are going to Marathon 
tomorrow and to the Island of Aegina, 
Plato's birthplace, the next day. In 
the interim between trips 1 have been 
giving a course of six lectures in the 
School of Religion, located here, to 
which a good many Athenians have 
come, and we have been daily to 
Athens for sight-seeing. We expect 
to go from Athens to Naples and di- 
rectly from there to Sicily, probably 
to Taorinina, for quite a long sojourn. 

"1 finished up my piece of research 
work in the British Museum, supple- 
menting it at Oxford and Cambridge 
L'niverties and had some very inter- 
esting opportunities to visit I'rofessor 
Stanley Eddington, Bishop Barnes, of 
Birmingham; Dean Inge, Professor L. 
P. Jacks, of Oxford, and General Smut, 
of South Africa, who was giving the 
Rhodes Lectures at Oxford.

Reduction in Out-of-Town Calls 

to Be Effective on 

January 1. 



FOURTH IN THREE YEARS 



For the fourth time in little more 
than three years the Hell Telephone 
Company of Pennsylvania will on Jan- 
uary 1 introduce a schedule of reduced 
rates on various types of out-of-town 
calls, it was announced this week by 
George K. Krb. district manager for 
the company at Ardmore. 

The new schedule will he featured 
by reductions of from live to ten cents 
on the day rates for station-to-station 
calls between points from sixty to 300 
miles distant. Statioii-to-slation calls 
are calls for a telephone by number 
or otherwise, on which the calling par- 
ty does not ask the operator to locate 
a particular person. Day rates arc in 



effect from 4:30 to 7 P. M. 

"It is estimated that telephone users 
throughout Pennsylvania will be saved 
approximately $525,000 annually 
through introduction of the reduced 
out-of-town rates," Mr. lirb said, 
"while in the Bell System throughout 
the United States more than $5,000,000 
yearly will be saved." 

Out-of-town rates were reduced by 
$3,000,000 by the P.ell System on Oc- 
tober 1, 1926: by $1,500,000 on De- 
cember 1. PJ27. and by $5,000,000 on 
February 1, V)2<). Mr. ICrb pointed out. 
The January 1 rate reduction of 
$5,000,000 will thus bring the total 
yearly saving to telephone users 
throughout the Hell System to 
$14,500,000.

The children com 
ing in to the library (luring that week 
to see the display of new books were" 
asked to vote for the two books they 
thought they would like to read first 
and to express their choice in the ordei 
of their preference. 

There were 113 books on display, 
and ninety-four children voted, many 
of them so absorbed in their first choice 
that they found it impossible to turn 
their attention to a second. Out ol 
the 113. sixty-two books received at 
least one vote, showing not only that 
the tastes of children are as varied as 
those of adults, but also that those 
tastes had been anticipated in the selec- 
tion. 

It was not surprising, however, to 
learn that "Sky High, the Story of 
Aviation," by Hodgins and Macoun, 
received the largest number of votes 
from the boys, while "The Mystery of 
Palmetto Lodge," by Craine. received 
general acclaim from the girls, both 
girls and boys together giving their 
first votes to mystery stories in gen- 
eral. Stories with historical back- 
ground, and stories of children in other 
lands or of other races came next in 
order of choice for both boys and girls. 

Among the very little children the 
old familiar favorites which they had 
read many times, such as the fairy 
stories and Little Black Sambo re- 
ceived first choice, though as a gen- 
eral group the animal stories were the 
most popular, and "Funny Thing," by 
Wanda Cag. author of last year's "Mil- 
lion of Cats." was first on their list. 

As is the custom during Book Week, 
the books are displayed for one entire 
week and distribution begins on the 
Monday of the following week, only 
one book being allowed to each child, 
and late on that eventful Monday of 
this year there was not a book left on 
the shelves.

Heavy Gas Consumption 
Noted by Utility Company 

Preparation of the family feast and 
automatic house wanning on Thanks- j 
giving Day just passed registered a 
new high mark in the sendout of gas; 
fuel in the suburban counties territory j 
of the Philadelphia Electric Company, : 
according to L. B. Eicbengreen, man- 
ager of the utility's Gas Department. 
The 1929 Thanksgiving Dav consump- 
tion amounted to 24.012.000 cubic feet, 
as compared with 20,608,900 for the 
holiday in 1928, or a gain of 16^ per 
cent. 

"The average temperature for the; 
past Thanksgiving was thirty-six de- 
grees, as against a forty-six-degrec 
average for 1928, a temperature variant 
which clearly places the bulk of the 
1929 increased demand to the credit 
for the house-heating load," according 
to Mr. Eicbengreen. Although a cer 
tain degree of the increase in attribut- 1 
able to the continuing installation ol j 
various gas appliances in the home as ; 
well as customer additions created b\ , 
system expansions, the basement heat- 
er has developed in the main the most 
important peaks of the year. Mr. Eicb- 
engreen said. 

"While the 1929 Thanksgiving send- 
out was a record, as Thanksgivings j 
go, it did not approach the outstanding I 
system peak of the year, which oc- 
curred on Saturday, November 30, i 
when the thermometer averaged twen- 
ty degrees above zero for the entire 
twenty-four hours," Mr. Eicbengreen 
continued. "Our sendout on that dav 
was 26,822.700. The day following, 
December 1. 1929. with its sendout of 
25.334.700 cubic feet, also eclipsed the 
Thanksgiving Day figure by more than 
a million. The average temperature 
of December 1 was twenty-five de- ; 
grees. Both records are due directly 
to the rapidly-expanding requirements 
for gas fuel in domestic heating , 
plants." 

In a four-day period, from November ; 
22 to November 25, figures supplied by 
Mr. Eichengreen disclosed a total 
sendout of 88.639,200 cubic feet, repre- 
senting an increase of 21,430.000 over 
a similar neriod in 1928. or a gain of 
nearly 32 per cent.
